London, ^ept. 2:>.— The ."Middlesex

Parish, of the ill-fated Victoria, which 
sank in the Thames on tjueen'.s Birth- 
day last. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 21. — The Dominion 
cabinet ministers, lion. Messrs. Howell 
and Aikins, left for Ottawa yesterday. 

The Canada Pacific railway land de- 
partment commences operations on 
Monday.

His Excellency leaves to-mor- 
row to visit the Indian reserve and the 
supply and police farms, and will pro- 
ceed on Wednesday via Mootenay 
Lake to Fort Shaw, Helena, and Win- 
nipeg to attend a banquet. The party 
are in the best of health, and delighted 
with the country and with their visit.

Tho party after leaving the steamer se- 
cured carriages and visited Beacon Hill, 
Government House, the Gt rge, Craig- 
tlower and other points of beauty and in- 
terest. Mr. Villard, with several of his 
party, visited Esquimalt harbor, the dry- 
dock and dockyard. They made minute 
inquiries respecting the area of anchorage, 
tho acreage of coal and mineral deposits 
ant', tho agricultural lands and expressed 
themselves highly pleased w ith the beau- 
tiful harbor of Esquimalt, which is desti- 
tute of rock or shoal, and is the snuggest 
harbor on tho Pacific coast. The drydock 
was pronounced a tine natural site and tho 
contractors complimented upon the pro- 
gress they had made under great difficul- 
ties. Tho dockyard was declared by one 
of the party to be rather exposed; but, as 
another of the party remarked, "In these 
days of torpedoes and floating fortresses 
shore defences are not of as great import- 
ance as formerly." Returning to Victoria 
the party distributed themselves about tho 
city. They were particularly desirous of 
securing Indian curios and purchased 
some tine specimens. 

Prof. Bryce, M. 1'. fur Tower Hamlets, 
who is one of the party, is a Radical. Herr 
Von Herzog, a short, stout German, is 
vice chancellor of the German empire and 
Bismarck's righthand man. Herr Von 
Ernsthausen is a Dutch merchant of Cal- 
cutta. Commander Gorringe, commanded 
the C. S. war ship that brought Cleo- 
patra's needle to New York. Mr. Pills- 
bury is the heaviest owner of Hour mills in 
the world and controls the Hour trade of 
the West. Ho has eight stupendousmills in 
Minnesota and enjoys an income of two i 
millions of dollars. Henry Villard, thechief ! 
of the party, is a tall, well built Alsatian, 
with closely shaven face and black mous- 
tache. He has been in the United States 
some 20 years. Six years ago he was a I 
member of the newspaper fraternity and 
not worth a dollar. To-day ho handles 
£100,000,000 and is head of the most col- 
ossal financial combination in America. I 
He is the man who arranged tho "blind j 
pool" in New York city last summer. A 
"blind poo!" is where a number of persons 
place a certain sum of money in the hands 
of some trusted person to invest as he 
may see fit. Villard used tho millions in 
bis "blind pool" to buy up tho Northern 
i Pacific railroad stock and hav- i 
illg obtained control of the company 
is pushing on its tines in every direction, 
j Mr. Villard is exceedingly affable and 
I gentlemanly and apparently very com- 
i munieative. He spoke freely of the great j 
enterprise in which ho is ongaged ami its 
effect uponcommerce and the development 1 
of tho Northwest Pacific. He said he '■ 
was charmed with tho situation of Vic- ] 
toria and tho grand scenery which it com- 
manded. The Northern Pacific railway, : 
j he said, would be completed by Sept. 1883, 
! after winch date Victoria passengers 
| wuuld be carried to New York or .Mon- 
treal in OA days. The California link to 
Portland "was being pushed rapidly and ! 
would be completed in a year and a half. ! 
The island lands he regards as of great I 
value, but much depends, he added, upon 1 
the hands into which they may fall. Mr. i 
Villard seemed to be as conversant with 
the position of the island railway matter I 
as any old resident of the province. An- 
other member of the party remarked that j 
if the lands weie placed in American 
hands the island railway would be built 
inside of two years and another said that 
if the Americans held the coal lands a 
reciprocity treaty would follow almost 
immediately.

Before leav- 
ing Mr. Villard and friends expressed 
themselves delighted with Victoria and 
its people. Mayor Turner was on the 
wharf and courteously welcomed the 
party and gave them all the information 
in his power; but no member of the ex- 
ecutive saw the party notwithstanding 
that Mr. Walkem was notified by tele- 
graph the evening before of their inten- 
tion to cross to this side with the object 
of learning everything of interest re- 
specting the country and the island lands. 

Mr. Villard will return to Victoria in 
the course of a few days and will visit 
the East coast.

Syracuse, Oct. 3. — Mrs. Jennie Mc- 
Graw Fiske, wife of Prof. Fiske, of 
Cornell Uhiversity, died at Ithaca to- 
day, aged 41 years. Mrs. Fiske, whoso 
marriage in Europe last year caused u 
general surprise, was the Burdett- 
Cbutts of America. Her wealth is 
estimated at 812,000,000. There is 
now in course of completion at Ithaca 
a palatial residence, which was intend- 
ed for her occupancy. It will cost 
82.000,000 and is said to be the finest 
private residence in the United States. 

EUROPE. 
New York, Oct. 3.— The Herald's 
Cork special says: Parnell made a tri- 
umphal entry. into Cork to-night, it be- 
ing his first appearance before his con- 
stituents since parliament rose. The 
demonstration was more imposing even 
than last Sunday's affair in Dublin. 
Fifty league branches and trade associ- 
ations contributed large delegations. 
From early in the afternoon till even- 
ing the streets were thronged with peo- 
ple. Contingents also poured in all day 
from every part of the county of Cork 
and some parts of Kerry. Many of 
the delegations brought bands which 
played in nearly every street of the 
business portion of the city. The day 
was glorious and of course brought many 
out who hold to their allegiance to tho 
league leader. Triumphal arches span- 
ned many streets and somo houses were 
decorated. Next to the anxiety to 
welcome Parnell was the desire to see 
Father Sheehy,who was expected to ac- 
company him. A deputation went to 
meet him at Mallow. Whon it met 
Father Sheehy its members knelt on 
the hotel steps and asked his blessing. 
Their example was followed by a large 
crowd which assembled. Parnell con- 
gratulated them on their position to-day 
and told them to remember what they 
had gained had been won by deter- 
mination and self sacrifice. He im- 
plored the farmers to do justly by their 
laborers, for their labor helped them in 
the agitation. Ho concluded by urging 
them to be a compact organization, and 
they would soon convince the govern 
ment. Parnell's speech was not so vio- 
lent as some he has made, but he seems 
to have left to Father Sheehy the task 
of firing the Saxon. Tho roverond gen- 
tlemen said that they stood hero to re- 
peat once more and solemnly register 
tho vow transmitted by their ancestors 
that their steps shall not bo stayed un- 
til they have planted the glorious ban- 
ner of Ireland, not alone on the ruins 
of landlord power, but on tho ruins of 
the government and alien race which 
it represented. On the arrival of the 
train from Dublin bringing Parnell, 
Father Sheehy. O'Connor and J. J. 
O'Kelly, the crowd about the station 
blocked the street completely. It was 
long before the carriage could go through 
them. A procession was formed at Wel- 
lington bridge after much delay and 
confusion. When it got under way it 
was like nothing as much as a St. Pat- 
rick's Day procession in New York. 
Parnell and Sheehy were presented 
with bouquets. There were about a 
thousand horsemen in the procession, 
and altogether about 10,000 persons. 
Both in point of numbers and variety 
of bands and banners it was altogether 
the most imposing demonstration yet 
held under the auspices of the league. At 
the park where the speeches were mado 
at least 30,000 persons congregated. 
Parnell, in supporting the resolution 
calling for the national independence of 
Ireland, said that as the result of the 
land act. if it should happen that ten- 
ants receive any benefit, they must re- 
collect that it is their duty to refuse 
that benefit unless it could be shared 
in by the laborers and artisans of all 
classes in the country. He hoped the 
movement for a revival of Irish indus- 
tries would succeed in bringing plenty 
and comfort to the home of every Irish- 
man. Sheehy supported the resolution. 
Parnell, in speaking at a banquet held 
subsequently, said that during tho past 
two years the national cause had ad- 
vanced in the proportion of twenty to 
one. 

The meeting of archbishops and bis- 
hops at Mnynooth, and their exhorta 
tion to the priests, to guard against the 
secret agencies of violence and intimi- 
dation which can only como from en- 
emies of the people, have had consider- 
able effect. Their declaration that the 
land act is of great benefit to the ten- 
ant classes and entitles Gladstone to 
gratitude is one of the heaviest blows 
ever directed against Parnell's policy. 
The action of the prelates has doubtless 
influenced tho league. Irrespective of 
the league, whose weeldv contributions 
have fallen from £1000 to £167 the 
discussion raised by Ferguson of Glas- 
ow, home ruler, in reporting resolutions 
of Ids friends, has not been without ef- 
fect. There is an astounding economy 
of truth in Parnell's explanation, that 
no members have been paid for parlia 
mentary's services. 

Lord Spencer's address to the North- 
amptonshire farmers gives impulse to 
the English reform movement, which 
may not, however, make as rapid pro- 
gress as the Scotch agitation. 

The papers are raising a great outcry 
against the Braddonized edition of 
Walter Scott's novels.
